SANCTUARY FOR WILD LIFE. 


The following Bill, which it fs 
proposed to introduce into the 
Legislative Council at an early 
date, is published for general in-. 
formation in the current Gazette. 


It ig the draft of an Ordinance’ 
to enable certain areas in the 
Colony .to be declared prohibited 
areas with a view to the protec- 
tion. of afforestation operations. 

The. Ordinance is to be termed 
the Prohibited Areas (Afforesta- 
tion) - Ordinance, | 1927, The 
clauses state: 

It shall be lawful for the Gov-. 
ernor in Council to declare any 
area to be a prohibited area if 
he considers it desirable to do so 
with a view to the protection of 
afforestation operations, 

Every Order in Council made 
under thig Ordinance shall ba 
laid on the table of the Legisla- 
tive Council at the first meeting 
thereof held after the publication 
in the Gazette of the making of 
such Order in: Council, and if a 
resolution be passed at the first 
meeting of the Legislative Coun- 
¢il held after such Order in Coun- 
cil has been laid on the table of 
the said Council resolving that 
such Order in Council :shall’ be 
rescinded, or amended in any 
manner , whatsoever, (the said 
Order in Council shall, without 
prejudice to anything done there- 
under be deemed to be rescinded, 
or amended, as.the case may be, 
as from the date of publication 
in the Gazette of the passing of 
such resolution., 


' 


Boundaries Indicated. - 


Every prohibited area shall 
have its ‘boundaries marked or in 
dicated, by means of fire-barriers 


Notices bdéth in’. English. and 

Chinese stating that the area in 
question is a prohibited area shall 
be placed along the boundaries at 
intervals not greater than four 
hundred and forty yards. 
‘. The prohibited. areas shall be 
under the control of the Superin- 
tendent of the Botanical . and 
Forestry Department. 

Evéry person who without Jaw- 
ful authority or excuse enters a 
prohibited area shall upon sum- 
mary conviction be liable to a fine 
not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars and to imprisonment 
for any term not ‘exceeding six 
months, _ 

This, Ordinancé shall not apply 
to the New Territories (ather than 
New Kowloon). 


Objects and Reasons. 


The objects and reasons of the 
new measure are given ag follow: 

The afforestation operations of 
the Botanical and Forestry Depart- 
ment aré greatly hampered by the 
practice of cutting and stealing 
the trees in the afforestation areas, 
Very ‘young trees are sometimes 
also cut in the course of grass cut- 
ting. The areas in question are 80) 
‘widely spread that it is difficult to 
detect and catch offenders. One 
-expedient adopted by them .is to 
hide their cutting implements in a 
plantation; so that they are not 
found approaching the plantation 
or coming from it with any cutting 
implements. Further, -if while 
‘engaged in cutting in a plantation 
they see forest guards approach- 
ing, they hide their implements 
and, when questioned, say that 
they are merely passing through 
the plantation, The forest guards 
have to procecd'on thelr patrol and 
the wood stealer can then recover 
his. implements and continue his 
cutting, . ‘ ‘ . 

This bill is an attempt.to pre- 
serve the plantations from such 
depredations by ; making it an 
offence to. enter any prohibited 
forestry area without lawful au- 
thority: or excuse> It will be much 
easier to detect and prove presence 
in such an area than to prove ac- 
‘tual cutting.or stealing. °. 
“The area will be declared by the 
Governor in Counci] in each case 
to be a prohibited area, and the 
boundaries will be marked or in- 
dicated by means of fire barriers 
or otherwise. Warning notices in 
‘English and Chinese will be placed 
along the. boundaries at intervals 
inot greater than 440 yards, °

WHY IT WAS DROPPED. 


“Every naturalist, even those 
that “killed Cock Robin,” will be 
sorry that the Bill for the ' Pro- 
tection of Wild Birds has . been 
dropped, says 1 Home cori espon- 
dent. It was a Bill to simplify 
partial 


legislation that exists; ahd its 


principle—the dividing of birds]. 


into three ¢ategories—was on the 
whole a. good,’ generalisation. 
There nre birds which need ab- 
solute. protection; there are birds 
that need partial, local, and tem- 
porary, protection; ‘there are birds 
that cun look after themselves.

All this wags in the Bill's fa- 
your, but the opposition, which 
was strong, especially in north 
Britain, came from bird — protec- 
tionists as well as from farmers.

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
RUNS IN FAMILY. , 


LESS WORK AND. WORRY. 


Ther scems to bo. n6 doubt 
that ‘high blood pressure is fre- 
quently “o prominent. sign in 
members of the same family. 

In families in which there is a 
strong element of this kind, Dr. 
James P, O'Hare says that 
parents should’ guide their 
children towards the less strenu- 
ous walks of life and advise them 
against, excessive mental ,and 
physica] exercise, excessive ambi- 
tion and obesity. This disease, 
like others that seem to have 
an hereditary basis, might be 
eliminated. if, marriages were 
arranged according to physical 
conditions and not for emotional 
reasons. ©, . 

, Dr. O'Hare suggests that. in 
mild cases it is. frequently just 
as well not to inform the patient 
of his high blood. pressure since’ 
this may disturb. him, but merely 
to suggest that ‘he slow down the 
pace of his existence. It is well 
recognized that all of us today are 
living at a. much faster rate than 
formerly, .The level of the blocd. 


pressure at any time is the re-f 


sult of the conditions of the heart,, 
the. thickness ‘of the blood, the 
degree’ of hardening of 

arperies ‘and the degree to which 
the veins may be dilated or con- 
stricted. The modification of any 
one of these factors will, of 
course, influence the blood pres- 
sure: Physicians. arrange to 
modify them. by modifying the 
routine of the patient’s life so as 
to bring about a general change 
in the systematic conditions. 

The person with high blood 
pressure should be instructed’ to 
cut down, on the - amount of his 
work and to reduce his responsi- 
bility and his cause forfworry' as 
much as possible. Dr. O’Hare 
suggests that such people adopt 
an easier ‘attitude towards life. 
Such people should take. frequent 
vacations, daily periods of relaxa~- 
tion. with rest -after cach meal, 
and preferably a ‘nap of one-half 
to one hour after lunch. Moder- 
ate exercise may. be tried, the 
best, form being short walks, but 

ver. taken to the point of fati- 
gu The intestines should be 
regulated so as to keep the system 
free of all poisorious substances 
and also avoid any undue strain 
associated with elimination, 

The ‘diet of the person with 
high blood pressure should be 
small in amount, and salts, fluids 
and proteins are to be somewhat 
restricted. The purpose of such a 
diet is to spare the.circulation of 
the blood and to reduce the 
patient’s weight somewhat. 

High blood pressure muat be 
considered nu symptom involy- 
ing practically ‘all ot the human 
body.- Its, care will ‘necessitate, 
a study of the whole body and a 
general readjustment toward .a 
form of life that will place the 
least possible burden on the wepk- 
ened portions. ‘

THE RUINS OF ‘ANGKOR... 


A Traveller's Vivid Impressions. 


as 


‘Some time inthe dim past, when’ 
the western world was yet young,' 
but the eastern already, hoary with 
a civilization evolved during cen- 
turies, there lived a race of men,' 
half Aryan Hindu, half Mongol, of 
whose great deeds we nowadays 
hear but little, but of whose’ high 
culture we Still have traces in the 
architectural ruins thoy. have left 
behind at Angkor. These were tho 
Khmers, one-time masters of the 
whole Iand of Indo-China, but now 
completely vanished from ~ the 
face of the enrth. Like the plant 
which is’ granted only a limited 
span of life, they grew un to their 
greatest splendour, ‘then drooped 
and faded away as they reached full 
maturity. ‘Their » existence was 
ephemeral, like that of many other 
peoples of this earth who have pass- 
ed before the kaleidoscope of 
eternity. . . 

But in. passing, these Khmers 
have left behind something of their 
civilization, something which: has 
remained as a reminder lest, in our 
pride of modern civilization and 
modern progress, we forget the big 
achievements of the past: For there 
i§ much in these achievements. to 
compel. our attention, and in- the 
ruins the Khmers have left us at 
Angkor, the traveller, as at Ther- 
mopalae Pasg, muat ponder over 
his own modern shortcomings, and 
wonder if the world is richer or 
better for having lost- many of its 
olden possessions. - ~ Lo,

- One hot day in June, when the 
shroud of raineloud had been swept 
aside, and 4 blazing sun was pour- 
ing its rays over a*° panorama 
visibly steaming with the moisture 
deposited by a heavy shower, the 
writer was in the shadow of these 
ruins, one of a band of excursion- 
ists who arrived the previous day 
from Saigon.

‘A local regulation which has 
been rescinded, which-is of con- 
siderable interest to the yeneral, 
public, is not so well known as it 
might be. We refercto the regu- 
lation preventing taxis, (when 
they were running) and public 
ears from being on the rouds be- 
‘tween one and five o'clock in the 
morning... This regulation, we 
have been informed, ig no longer 
in force, so that there is now no 
restriction: of any kind on: public 
vehicles with regard. to the “time 
they must be garaged.

With ‘engines fitted 
with these two devices, 
engine oil can ‘be used for wv much 
greater ‘mileage, the: strainer is 
much less likely to become clogged, 
because the’ filter catehes much of 
the solid material which’ would: 
otherwise, be deposited upon it, and 
the oil pan requires ta be cleaned 
at much longer intervals. There 
is one serious danger to an engine 
from dirt carried with the oil, 
which is not, generally reeng nized 
and this is the liability ot its clog- 
ging the oil passages, ‘which lead 
from the pump to the main .bear- 
ings and therice to the connecting- 
rod bearings, these “passages con- 
sisting of copper tubbir, and chan- 
naly drilled in the metal of the 
block and. of the crankshaft. The 
Sbstruction of any, one of these 
passages means, that the bearings: 
which it supplies will sooner or 
later overheat: and probably burn 
out and that the adjacent cylinder 
walls may become scored. It is the 
recommendation of many manufac- 
turers that these oil-leads from the 
delivery, through the crankshaft 
and connecting-rod ends, be tested 
once a season or oftener, to demon- 
strate that they are‘iree, by blow- 
through them with air pressure. 
Sometimes the operator may be 
warned that an oil lead is clogged 
by an abnormally high reading of

LONDON’S MANY 
SACTUARIES. 


Some points of special interest 
emerge from the report for 1926 
of the Committee on “Bird -Sanc- 
tuaries in the Royal Parks in and 
nenr London.

breeding time; dt is welcome hear- 
ing that over 60 wild species are 
believed to. have bred there Jast 
seison.

A racing pigeon, the property 
of Mr. F. E. Brown. Bridlington, 
has made a remarkable flight from 
Marseilles (says ‘the Yorkshire) 
Post.) Competing in the York- 
shire Championship Club contest, 
Mr. Brown's bird’ was released 
along with 66 others at 10.35 on 
a Tuesday morning, and reathed 
its home in» Bridlington at.
